Wednesday  afternoon  Guy  "Doc" 
Davis,  prominent  STC  student  and 
political  leader  on  the  campus,  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  halls  and  corridors  and 
at  the  book  store  rather  suspicious, 
so  those  say  who  witnessed  his  acts. 
He  has  been  working  hard,  long  and 
late  as  auctioneer  at  the  dance  club 
box  supper  the  night  before  and 
some  thinks  he  overworked  himself 
and  that  it  caused  a  derangement 
of  his  mental  faculties  and  facilities. 

He  drifted  back  to  the  Horace 
Mann  Hotel  which  also  includes  his 
residence  and  lunch  room.  His  room 
mate  has  the  flu  and  was  in  bed. 
He  shot,  so  the  report  is,  three 
times  into  the  rear  of  the  hotel. 
Mayor  Bill  Burton  and  ex-mayor 
Ray  Finley  were  called  and  were 
soon  on  hand. 

Taken  to  Jail 

They  had  a  little  trouble  sub¬ 
duing  him,  bqt  they  got  it  done  and 
placed  handcuffs  on  his  hands  and 
toted  him  off  to  jail  at  Arkoe.  It 
is  reported  that  he  drew  his  pistol 
on  the  officers,  but  they  beat  him 
to  the  draw.  It  is  said  he  shot  se¬ 
veral  times  in  other  parts  of  the 
building. 

The  hotel  was  full  of  loafers, 
principally  'the  younger  '  set, "  and 
they  just  simply  swarmed  out  onto 
the  campus.  One  young  man  was 
seen  running  down  the  long  walk 
,  hollering  "Davis  is  shooting  hell  out 
of  things  in  here.” 

As  we  go  to  press,  Davis  is  still 
confined  in  jail,  unable  to  give  bond 
so  far.

Employees  To  Learn 
Ethics  And  Modern 
Sales  Techniques 

Mr.  Roy  Ferguson,  director  of  field 
service  of  the  College  and  Dictator 
of  the  Book  Store,  announced  this 
week  that  all  employees  of  the  Book 
Store  will  be  required  to  enroll  in  a 
new  course  entitled  “Salemanship 
Tactics”,  Fine  Arts,  198.  Tills  course 
which  is  to  be  a  laboratory  course, 
will  be  taught  by  Mr.  Tad  C.  Reid, 
Superintendent  of  Operations  of  the 
College  and  Ruler  of  the  Roost  In 
the  Book -Store.  Lab  periods  will  be 
held  throughout  the  day  or  when¬ 
ever  the  Book  Store  is  open  for 
business. 

Class  work  will  consist  mainly  of 
hints  and  tips  of  various  kinds  given 
by  the  Dictator  and  the  Instructor 
on  the  finer  techniques  of  "Giving 
Rotten  Service  and  Making  Custom¬ 
ers  Love  it”.  The  class  was  organ¬ 
ized  after  the  employees  of  the  Store 
read  an  autobiography  of  P.  T.

$25,000  Offer  from 
Pitt  Turned  Down 
By  Local  Mentor 

At  last  the  followers  of  the  Bear¬ 
cats’  football  fortunes  may  again 
enjoy  their  usual  feeling  of  confi¬ 
dence  and  security — Coach  Ryland 
Milner  lias  finally  declined  the  off¬ 
er  from  the  University  of  Pittsburg 
to  replace  Jock  Sutherland  as  head 
of  the  Panthers’  gridiron  destinies. 

When  the  football  shnkeup  at 
Pitt  resulted  in  the  ousting  of  the 
Panthers’  famous  grid  mentor,  the 
university  officials  immediately  of¬ 
fered  the  position  to  Coach  Milner, 
whose  Bearcats  were  undefeated 
last  fall.  The  $25,000  contract  which 
they  offered  was  a  great  temptation, 
and  any  ordinary  man  would  prob¬ 
ably  have  succumbed  to  the  lure  of 
"filthy  lucre.” 

But  as  we  all  know,  Coach  Milner 
is  no  ordinary  man.  As  the  entire 
student  body  of  the  college,  5,000 
strong,  thronged  about  his  home 
with  posters  bearing,  “We  want 
Taffy”,  and  “They  can't  have  our 
Coach”,  the  Grand  Old  Man  stepp¬ 
ed  out  on  the  balcony  to  speak  to 
the  anguished  students.  He  raised 
his  hand  for  silence  and  an  awful 
hush  fell  over  the  audience  as  each 
member  sensed  that  the  fateful  de¬ 
cision  was  to  be  announced.

In  a  great  humanitarian  drive  be-  ( 
gun  this  week,  the  Student  Senate 
of  the  College  is  making  an  attempt 
ro  raise  money  for  the  erection  of 
another  small  building  on  the  cam¬ 
pus,  namely,  a  home  for  the  blind 
mice  of  the  College.  Richard  Shrout, 
president  of  the  Senate,  began  the 
drive  early  in  the  week  with  the 
donation  of  nine  mills, 
j  “It  is  altogether  fitting  and  proper 
.that  we  do  this,”  Shrout  said  in  an 
'address  before  the  amassed-  student 
body  in  the  postoffice  at  Residence 
Hall  last  night.  Every  student  is 
asked  to  donate  as  much  as  he  pos¬ 
sibly  can  for  this  cause,  without  tak¬ 
ing  too  much  of  his  money  ordin¬ 
arily  spent  for  board,  room,  laun¬ 
dry  and  cokes. 

“The  mice  do  not  receive  enough 
at  the  best,”  Shrout  said,  “let  alone 
blind  mice.  The  poor,  defenseless 
rodents  need  a  home  especially  con¬ 
structed  for  them  where  they  may 
wander  about  In  perfect  tranquility.” 

Undecided  on  Place 

The  Student  Senate  is  undecided 
as  to  where  the  new  home  will  be 
built,  but  members  have  suggested 
that  in  order  to  keep  the  “triangul¬ 
ar”  shape  of  buildings  on  the  cam¬ 
pus,  it  should  be  built  between  the 
College  lake  and  the  tennis  courts 
near  the  gymnasium.  This,  it  was 
suggested,  will  aid  the  women  who 
are  active  in  the  physical  education 
side  of  College  life. 

Shrout  reported  this  week  that  a 
table  will  be  kept  in  room  503  all 
day  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday, 
Thursday  and  Friday  of  next  week. 
A  student  will  be  at  the  table  to 
receive  the  donations  and  for  every 
donation  the  persons  who  give  will 
receive  a  miniature  silver-plated 
mouse-trap. 


Walk  Out  for 
More  Pay  and 
Shorter  Hours 

Strike  Strikes 
Grid  Players; 
Coach  Wowed 


Bearcat  football  players  unamimous- 
ly  walked  out  on  strike  late  yester¬ 
day,  deserting  the  football  staff  and 
leaving  Coach  Ryland  Milner  mak¬ 
ing  a  speech  to  himself. 

The  strikers  set  up  a  five-point 
program  of  demands  as  follows: 

1.  Higher  pay  and  shorter  hours. 

2.  Free  wedding  licenses. 

3.  A  bonus  in  case  of  twins. 

4.  Football  plays  they  can  learn. 

5.  The  right  to  cut  classes  at  the 
individual’s  discretion. 

Because  of  the  recent  action  of 
President  Roosevelt  in  releasing 
transcripts  of  his  press  conferences, 
the  athletic  council  decided  to  re¬ 
lease  copies  of  the  minutes  of  their 
meeting  last  night  when  they  dis¬ 
cussed  the  football  strike  situation. 
The  transcript  follows: 

Director  of  Athletics 
Chairman  Davis:  The  meeting  will 
please  come  to  order.  I  think  you 
gentlemen  know  why  this  special 
meeting  was  called. 

Richards:  I  think  this  new  de- i 
mand  is  outrageous.  Aren’t  we  do¬ 
ing  enough  for  our  athletes  now 
without  their  demanding  new 
things? 

Stalcup:  Well,  I  was  talking  to 
Mug  Bernau  and  he  was  pointing 
out  the  reasons  behind  their  de¬ 
mands.  They  sounded  in  the  main 
very  reasonable.  . 

Davis:  What  were  they? 

Stalcup:  The  fourth  demand,  for 
simpler  plays,  was  perfectly  logical. 

I  don’t  see  how  anyone  can  expect 
one  of  our  football  players  to  be 
able  to  understand  the  plays  Milner 
hands  out.  He  doesn’t  himself. 
Davis:  How  about  the  others? 
Stalcup:  Well,  every  football  play¬ 
er  Is  a  family  man.  How  can  a  man 
have  a  happy,  healthy'  family  of 
wife  and  children  unless  he  can  be 
sure  his  job  is  secure,  and  that  he 
will  have  plenty  or  time  to  devote 
to  his  loving  family?  Only  in  that 
way  can  a  fellow  do  his  best  and 
contribute  ills  best  to  the  glory  of 
Alma  Mater.  (He  collapses.) 

Mayor  Campbell:  What  glory? 
Milner:  Who  wrote  that  speech 
for  you? 

Stalcup:  (Recovering)  John  Green. 
Doc  Davis:  (exhaling):  Gentle¬ 
men,  I’m  not  here  to  make  a  pol¬ 
itical  speech -

European  Dictators  Expected  to 
Dock  in  New  York  This  Afternoon; 

Visiting  Seniors  May  Hear  Debate 

“Resolved,  That’s  it’s  Better  to  be  a  Big  Frog  in  a  Little  Puddle  than  a 
Little  Frog  in  a  Big  Puddle,”  will  be  the  topic  for  the  debate  between 
Adolph  Hitler  and  Benito  Mussolini,  dictators  of  Germany  and  Italy,  re¬ 
spectively,  at  7  o’clock  next  Monday  night  in  the  College  auditorium.  Dr. 
J.  W.  Jones,  acting  president  of  the  College,  has  contacted  both  of  these 
gentlemen  and  they  have  condescended  to  appear  here. 

Hitler  and  Mussolini  together  sail¬ 
ed  from  London  last  week  on  the 
Queen  Mary'  a  British  vessel.  They 
were  expected  to  dock  in  New  York 
this  afternoon  and  march  down 
Broadway,  greeted  by  throngs  of 
people  welcoming  the  dictators  with 
rotten  tomatoes,  grapefruits  and 
cauliflowers. 

Before  embarking  by  air  for  Mary¬ 
ville,  the  two  men  will  have  tea 
with  President  and  Mrs.  Roosevelt 
at  their  residence  in  Hyde  Park. 
Mussolini  will  pour  the  first  hour 
and  Hitler  the  second  hour. 
Ten-Minute  Debate 
The  two  dictators  will  arrive  in 
Maryville  early  Monday  morning, 
having  ridden  from  St.  Joseph  on 
the  fast  Wabash  train.  Their  plane 
is  expected  to  land  on  a  north  forty 
in  west  St.  Joseph  earlier  Monday 
morning, 

Following  the  ten-minute  debate 
in  the  College  auditorium,  the  speak 
ers  and  the  audience  will  adourn  to 
the  College  power  house  where  a 
reception  will  be  held  in  honor  of 
the  visitors.  Ice  cream,  waffles  and 
green  onions  will  be  served. 

The  debate  will  be  judged  Dr.  O. 
Myking  Mehus  of  bhe  social  science 
department.  His  decision  will  be  fin¬ 
al.  The  winner  of  the  debate  will  be 
given  a  gold  loving  cup.

eral  principles  of  hygiene  are  given 
to  the  students  through  class  room 
work. 

Every  student  of  the  College  has 
the  privilege  of  receiving  a  complete 
physical  examination  during  his 
first  quarter  in  school.  At  this  time 
students  are  given  a  number  and  a 
record  card  on  which  a  complete 
private  individual  record  of  their 
health  through  their  four  years  here 
is  kept.  This  record  -is  filed  by  the 
catalogue  system  and  nt  any  time 
during  the  student’s  College  career 
it  may  be  referred  to  for  any  de¬ 
sired  information.  The  student  re¬ 
tains  his  original  number  as  long 
as  lie  is  connected  in  any  way  with 
the  College. 

Examination  is  Checked, 

The  physical  examination  is 
checked  for  each  student  every 
quarter  and  oftener  if  the  College 
physician  deems  it  necessary.  By 
this  method  much  of.  the  disease  is 
prevented  and  the  .  general  health 
of  the  students  is. kept  on  a  higher, 
level. 

The  major  objective  of.  the  mediqal 
department  is  to  teach  prospective 
teachers  to  be  able  to  recognize,  the 
different  health  cpnditions  and  to 
know  when  a  person  ,  is  in  need  of 
a  physician. 

The  College  physician  nnd  his 
staff  consider  it  their  very  import- 
and  duty  to  watch  for  and  immunize 
such  diseases  as  small  pox.  dlptheria 
and  typhoid  fever  among  College 
students.  Students  who  are  ill  are 
not  treated  by  the  College  doctor, 
but  they  are  advised  as  to  .when  it

What  chance  for  athletic  expression 
has  the  average  student  who  at¬ 
tends  the  College?  A  few  years  ago 
the  answer  would  have  been  "very 
little,"  but  today  that  is  not  the 
case.  With  a  well-rounded  intramur¬ 
al  -program  for  both  men  and  women 
this  College  ranks  high  in  the  field 
of  physical  education. 

In  the  fall,  the  intramural  com¬ 
mission  Is  appointed  by  the  Student 
Senate.  This  commission  works  In 
cooperation  with  the  men’s  athletic 
department  in  the  outlining  of  the 
Intramural  program  for  the  men  1 
students  of  the  College.  The  wom¬ 
en’s  division  of  the  athletic  depart-  1 
ment,  along  with  the  Women’s  Ath¬ 
letic  Association  board,  have  charge 
of  the  women’s  program. 

The  fall  quarter  finds  a  variety  of 
interesting  tournaments,  including 
golf  and  tennis.  All  freshmen  and 
sophomores  are  also  enrolled  in  some 
physical  education  class  that  In¬ 
cludes  basketball,  gymnastics,  tennis, 
swimming,  social  dancing,  volleyball 
and  softball. 

Winter  Sports 

When  old  man  winter  breathes  his 
hoary  breath  over  the  campus,  the 
gymnasium  becomes  one  of  the  most 
active  -places  in  the  physical  plant. 
Last  winter  fifteen  well-matched  in¬ 
tramural  basketball  teams  fought 
out  a  round  robin  schedule  which 
was  not  decided  until  the  last  game 
had  been  played.  Other  activities  in¬ 
clude  swimming  In  the  College  pool 
in  the  basement  of  -the  gymnasium, 
ping  pong,  volleyball,  boxing,  wrest¬ 
ling,  tumbling,  and  calisthentics. 
The  equipment  Includes  parallel 
bars,  horizontal  bars,  rowing  ma¬ 
chines,  Indian  clubs  and  other  ap¬ 
paratus  helpful  in  keeping  one  phys¬ 
ically  fit.  All  are  available  to  any 
College  student  or  faculty  member. 

The  spring  quarter  finds  more 
outdoor  activity  as  soon  as  “old  man 
sol”  begins  to  beam  hls  approval.  A 
tournament  is  held  for  places  on  the 
varsity  tennis  tournament  and  then 
another  tournament  is  conducted 
for  the  “second  raters.”  At  the  pres- 
l  ent  time  preparaions  are  being  made 
for  a  sofball  tourney  by  several  fast 
|  teams.  Other  events  include  golf, 
horseshoe  pitching,  badminton  and 
pingpong. 

Women’s  Program  >  - 

The  program  for  women  is  not 
less  active.  Besides  the  regular  class¬ 
es  for  credit  which  include  general 
gym  activity,  swimming,  dancing, 
hockey,  -tennis  and  softball,  the  W. 
A.  A.  board  arranges  tournaments 
I  In  hockey,  tennis,  softball,  volley- 
1  ball,  ping-pong  and  swimming. 

The  intercollegiate  sports  include 
football,  track,  baseball,  tennis  and 
golf.  Any  man  student  who  is  skill¬ 
ed  in  any  of  these  will  find  it  ad¬ 
vantageous  to  try  for  the  varsity  and 
thus  solve  his  physical  education 
problem.  However,  for  the  mediocre 
participant  who  plays  for  the 
healthful  recreation  he  can  gamer 
will  find  his  program  full  If  he  but 
desires  to  put  forth  the  effort.
